The second 
rider is the "heeler." tie must throw his loop to catch the steer by 
the back legs. 


Time is registered \vheti the two riders have the steer undei 


control and stretched between them, not ncecssarilv on the ground, 
with both horses and riders facing the steer. 


The sport is more humane than (he old variety in which the 


steer was roped, then tripped at a full run. lrei|uenllv with fatal 
results. The steers iu team roiling even wear plastic headbands to 
protect the animal against rope burns. 


Penalties are enforced if a heeler catches only one rear leg or 


the header fails to make a clean catch. If he gets a front leg in his 
loop, no time. Kach team has three loops to beat the clock.

black coating on my tongue?

It is not serious, but, if it 
can't be removed in a week 
or two by brushing your 
tongue with a 
toothbrush,

AUGUSTA, Ga.—tNEA)-It's really fable, this tourna- 


ment called The Masters. 
i 


It was put together by two men—one an austere Wall 


Street banker, the other an infirm Georgia gentleman. It's 
held at a private club so exclusive you almost have to be a 
president of the United States to get membership. 


Its attitude is so imperious no general accounting is ever 


given the public. Its host city is undistinguished clutter and 
somnolent the other 361 days of the year. 


It's not the most challenging test in golf. It doesn't even 


have the most representa- 
tive field. 


But it is the most im- 


portant golf tournament in 
the world. 


George Archei, a lanky 


slringbean; Bob Goalby, an 
erratic muscleman; Gay 
Brewer, a slack-jawed Ken- 
tuckian — not memorable 
sports 
figures. But they 


each have one distinguish- 
ing achievement. They've 
won the Masters tourna- 
ment and so for one brief 
moment became the big- 
gest figures in golf. 


They usurped, the last three years, the pedestal held by 


such lofty snotmakers as Arnold Palmer, Jack Nicklaus 
and Gary Player—the erstwhile Big Three. 


And that pedestal is eagerly sought by every man who 


tromps a fairway for a living. 


"For me," says Frank Beard, "it would be a financial 


bonanza." Like a man who won more than $175,000 last 
,year and has won more than $100,000 each of the last three 
really needs the money. 


"A Masters victory," explains Frank, "could be worth, 


over the next 15 years, a half-million dollars in money you 
wouldn't ordinarily have gotten."

crowds and parking lots jammed with 10,000 cars. 


All the players—Frank Beard, Jack Nicklaus, Arnold 


Palmer—point to it, consciously or otherwise. 


Beard, for instance, considers himself a businessman 


golfer. He has played in the Masters sines 4964, finished in 
the top 10 twice, was only a stroke behind the leader going 
into the last round in 1968 and generally is satisfied with his 
performance.

The city of Washington, Ark« 


ansas, in Hempstead County has 
many reasons for being called 
"historical Washington," Not the 
least of these is the important 
part it has played in Freemas* 
onry in Arkansas. 


The most important Mason in 


our state's history, Albert Pike, 
moved to Washington after he 
resigned from the Confederate 
Army. While residing in the home 
of his friend, Col. Etter, he wrote 
most 
of 
his 
"Morals and 


Dogma," a compendium of the 
philosophy and tenets of Free- 
masonry and 
other 
Masonic 


works. In addition to being cal- 
led the father of the Scottish 
Rite, Pike isrememberedforhis 
distinguished role as a general 
in the Confederate Army and as 
an associate justice in the Ark- 
ansas Supreme Court. 


With the Yankee invasion of 


Little Rock in 1863, the Masonic 
headquarters was moved from 
Little Rock to Washington when 
the state leaders, records and 
courts were transferred. In view 
of this fact, in 1963 the old state 
capitol in Washington was given 
to 
the Masons. The Masonic 


Grand Lodge of Arkansas erect- 
ed an impressive gray monument 
in front of the old capitol to 
honor the memory of those Ma- 
sons who served their state and 
nation during the years of the 
Civil War. 


The Impressive ceremony on 


July 4, 1963 was similar to the 
laying of cornerstones at a pub- 
lic building, a practice of Mason- 
ic Lodges in America for 200 
years or more, and earlier in the 
British Isles. The laying of cor- 
nerstones was a tradition in- 
herited by the stone masons of 
England in the period between the 
lOthcand 17th centuries. v

Massachusetts 
Challenges 
Vietnam War 
BOSTON (AP) - The state of 


Massachusetts prepared today a 
Supreme Court challenge of the 
use of U.S. armed forces to the 
Vietnam fighting without an ex- 
press congressional mandate. 


Atty. Gen. Robert H. Quinn 


said he would seek a quick test 
of a new state law providing 
that as matters stand service- 
men from Massachusetts can 
refuse to take part to such hos- 
tilities. 


Quinn said 19-year-old John J. 


O'Brien of Medford, a soldier 
under orders for shipment to 
Vietnam April 19, already had 
offered himself for a legal test. 


The law went into the books 


Thursday with the signature of 
Republican 
Gov. Francis W. 


Sargent, who commented: 


"The issue is whether and 


when, under our Constitution, a 
citizen can be compelled to en- 
gage in a conflict that lacks a 
congressional 
declaration 
of 


war." 


The new state law says that to 


the absence of such a declara- 
tion, servicemen from Massa- 
chusetts are authorized to de- 
cline assignment to fighting 
which is "not an emergency" 
and "not otherwise authorized 
in the powers granted to the 
President 
as Commander to 


Chief."

Under the constitution the 


right to declare war, is.spfce$$ 
cally vested to Congress.' 


The state law requires the 


Massachusetts attorney general 
to represent any Massachusetts 
serviceman seeking Its protec- 
tion. 


Sargent said, "The bill is sin- 


cere, but its effects are doubt- 
ful. If signing this bill will bring 
an answer from the U.S. Su- 
preme 
Court, then I believe 


America will be well served by 
this act." 


Legal experts said Quinn's 


first move would be a motion 
before the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court for per- 
mission to file a complaint with 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


If the U.S. Supreme Court de- 


clined to entertain the com- 
plaint, Quton then could bring it 
in a U.S. District Court with the 
idea of working his way up to 
the Supreme Court by a longer 
judicial process. 


Quinn said he would take an 


"active part" to presenting the 
case before the Supreme Court, 
saying that he may argue the 
case himself. 


He said he expects that the 


earliest the case could receive a 
full hearing would be the Octo- 
ber session of the Supreme 
Court. Meanwhile, he said, Mas- 
sachusetts citizens should obey 
military orders—even to the ex- 
tent of going into combat. 


O'Brien said of his offer to 


be the test subject, "I'm under 
orders to go, and I'll go, I'm not 
far left or anything like that, 
but why not challenge?" 


O'Brien said he heard about 


the bill while to airbourne train- 
ing at Ft. Benntog, Ga. 


The governor said he told the 


President while in Washington 
on other matters last week that 
he might sign the bill, but that 
Nixon made no comment,

ident. 


Nixon's message left unan- 


swered what will be done about 
the current 10-cent air mail 
rate. Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral James W. Hargrove .said 
the question is under study, 
adding the air mail rate might 
be merged with the first-class 
charge.

would bring in $2.3 billion an- 
nually,
